Hospital Improvement District Plebiscite 
Area No. 21 


HIS HONOUR the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor in Council has been pleased to direct 
that a plebiscite be held under the direc- 
tion of the Chief Electoral Officer on the 
2nd day of November, 1964, in an area 
comprising School District No. 54, in- 
cluding the Villages of Telkwa, Houston, 
and Smithers, to be designated for the 
purposes of this plebiscite as “Hospital 
Improvement District Plebiscite Area No. 
21,” on the question of the formation of 
a hospital improvement district: 





And that the following question be put 
to the owners of property in the afore- 
mentioned area: “Are you in favour of 
the incorporation under the Water Act of 
a hospital improvement district compris- 
ing School District No. 54, to provide 
financial assistance for improving hospital 
facilities in the proposed district?” 

And that C. V. Morris, of Smithers, be 
appointed Returning Officer for the pur- 
pose of conducting this plebiscite: 

And that regulations be made in the 
terms of the regulations below to govern 
the procedure to be followed, and with 
regard to the powers to be exercised and 
the duties to be performed by, and with 
the rights, obligations, liabilities, quali- 
fications, and disqualifications of voters, 
officers, and other persons.

Regulations 


1. The Chief Electoral Officer shall 
direct the Returning Officer as to the pro- 
cedure to be followed in taking the poll, 
counting the votes, and making his return 
of the results of the voting, and shall pre- 
scribe the forms and ballot to be used, 
and shall set the amount of such fees as 
are paid. 

2. Every person may vote who is an 
owner, as defined by section 2 of the 
Water Act, of property situate in the 
above-named plebiscite area. 


3. “Voters list” means the list of 
owners as compiled for the purpose of 
this plebiscite and certified by the Return- 
ing Officer or other responsible official. 


4. An owner whose name does not ap- 
pear on the voters list may vote upon 
making an affidavit in Form 6, to be 
signed and sworn before the Deputy Re- 
turning Officer. 


5. Any owner, if challenged as to his 
qualifications by any poll official, qualified 
voter, or scrutineer, must make the affi- 
davit in Form 6, before being permitted 
to vote. 


6. Representatives of incorporated 
bodies, firms, associations, syndicates, or 
partnerships may vote on behalf of such 
on presentation of suitable authority so to 
act, and upon making an affidavit in 
Form 7, to be signed and sworn before 
the Deputy Returning Officer. 

7. The Returning Officer shall publish 
his proclamation in the prescribed form 
in at least one issue of a newspaper circu- 
lating in the area, and shall post up copies 
of his proclamation in public places in 
the vicinity of each polling-place in the 
said area, as soon as possible after he is 
notified of his appointment. 
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8. There shall be no absentee voting, 
nor advance voting. 

9. Voters may vote at any polling- 
place in the plebiscite area, but each voter 
may vote only once, provided that repre- 
sentatives as referred to in Regulation 
No. 6 are also entitled to vote once on 
their own behalf as owners, if qualified. 

10. The Returning Officer is author- 
ized, for the purposes of this plebiscite, 
to appoint Deputy Returning Officers, 
Poll Clerks, and other persons deemed 
necessary, and is also authorized to ap- 
point scrutineers, without remuneration, 
if required or requested so to do. 

11. Suitable polling-places shall be 
established in the following locations: 
Driftwood, Evelyn, Houston, Quick, 
Smithers, Telkwa. oc22—4299

LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
PRIVATE BILLS 








Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House.

the House shall order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days be- 
fore the opening of the Session: — 

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars, 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 


Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same.

Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 

(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 

107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, twenty-six ems 
by fifty ems, on good paper, in imperial 
octavo form, each page when folded mea- 
suring 1034 inches by 7% inches. There 
shall be a marginal number every fifth line 
of each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately.

A By-law to Authorize the Expropriation 
of Certain Rights-of-way for the Pur- 
pose of Maintaining Rights-of-way 
for a Drainage Ditch in the Che- 
mainus Area.
